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GREAT MEETING OF MECHANICS AND WORK- 
ING MEN @F THE CITY OF NEW YORE. 

‘‘ The greatest public meeting probably ever held in this 
city, was drawn together last [Wednesday] evening, at ‘Tam- 
many Hall, by the call of the mechan ics, Artisans, and other 

Working Men. Not merely was the great room of that edi- 
fice crowded, but the stair cases, halls, passages, and commit- 
tee rooms, were all densely filled, and a multitude, consisting 
of several thousands, unable to obtain an entrance, took po- 
session of the Park, there organized themselves, and adopted 
‘proceedings in perfect consonance with those of the meeting 
within the walls of Tammany Hall. Ofthe proceedings of 
that meeting it would be difficult to speak in terms of too ex- 
travagant approbation. ‘There never was a more numerous, a 
more enthusiastic, ora more decorous public meeting, at any 
time, or on any occasion, inthis city. The whole vast throng 
seemed actuated by one mind and one heart. The sentiments 
of the multitude were expressed in shouts so unanimous and 
accordant, that they seemed like the uplifting of one mighty 
voice. ‘That voice, reaching the ears of those who were en. 
gaged in corresponding proceedings in the Park, was ever and 
anon answered by them with hearty cheers, which floating 
back to those who crowded the great room of Tammany 
Hall, seemed like the reverberated ccho of their own loud 
acclamations.” 

We have thus far used the language of the Evening Post 
in relation to the meeting on Wednesday evening, because 
we could net make use of language more suitable for the oc- 
casion. The meeting was addressed, with eloquence that we 
never heard surpassed, by Messrs. E. J. Wess, Moore, Wat- 
ton, Marsun, Bowie, and Carr; and resolutions of the most 
patriotic character were passed with a unanimity and enthu- 
siasm that left not a doubt on our mind as to the issue of the 
coming contest. 

In listening to the patriotic remarks of the various speakers 
‘on this occasion, the conviction was forced upon us that such 
men were the founders of our constitution, and that had such 
men been continued in our legislative hails, the rich would not 
now be arrayed against the poor at our elections, for legalized 
monopolies and a spurious currency would not have made the 
many dependent upon the few for the means of existence, and 
there would have been but one class, a class neither rich nor 





poor, but the class of crrizens enjoying in equality and abun. 
dance the fruits of their industry, and nothing more. 

We would have given a year of our existeuce to have had 
present on this occasion, face to face with the assembled 
thousands, the national legislators who misrepresent the peo. 
ple by a!vocating the perpetuity of a chartered monopoly, a 
manufictory of spurious currency, the head of a system of 
sp rious currency minufactories, which are preying upon the 
very vitals of the body politic. Had these men been present 
at the mecting, they would have heard clearly explained the 
cause of the evils which now oppress the useful classes, and 
they would, those, at least, of thein who have a spark of ho. 
nesty and pitriotism in their composition, have returned to 
Washington deter:nined to aid the honest efforts of the Pre. 
sident to restore the Constitutional Currency. 

The following is the official account of the proceedings of 
the meeting. 

(3 At a meeting of Mechanics and Working Men, held at 
Tammany Hall, on Wednesday evening, April 24 James Con- 
nor was chosen Chairman, Joel Curtis and Robert Beatty, As- 
sistant Chairmen; John Windt and William Dymock, Secreta- 


ries. The call of the meeting having been read, it was moved 
that a committee of five retire to report resolutions expressive 
of the sentiments of the meeting ; and the following gentlemen 
were appointed: Messrs. Bowle, Commerford, Dariing, Fer 
wick, and Hill. During the retirement of the Committee, a 
unanimous call of the meeting elicited an eloquent and im- 
pressive address from Mr. Edward J. Webb, at the close of 
which he read several resolutions, that were heartily responded 
to, asserting the fact, that the prevailing money distress owed 
its origin not to the removal of the deposites, &c., but to a 
former error of Congress in chartering the Bank, thus giving 
some citizens exclusive privileges, contrary to the Constitu- 
tion, &c. [The mover subsequently withdrew them, as they 
were connected with other matters not immediately relating to 
the objects of the meeting.] 

Mr. Evy Moore having arrived at the meeting, an ardent 
call for him was continued, until he rose and was welcomed 
with the most enthusiastic cheering by the dense throng. After 
this expression of feeling had subsided, Mr. Moore delivereda@ 
patriotic address in favor of the objects of the meeting, distin 
guished alike for strength of argument, appropriate applica- 
tion, and beauty of diction; the breathless silence of the vast 
multitude, now and then broken by an outburst of feeling, is 
the best evidence of its commanding eloquence; while the 
truth of the reasoning was testified in the spontaneous and 
animated affirmatives uf the assemblage. Mr. Moore satdowa 
amid the most flattering testimonials of approbation. The 
following preamble and resolutions were then read and unani- 


mously adopted. 
PREAMBLE. 

We, the Mechanics, Artizans, and other Working Men of 
the city of New York, feel it a duty we owe to ourselves and 
our country, to come forward at the present crisis, and give a 
decided expression of opinion on the great question that now 
agitates the nation. : 

We want but little more toconvince us that the cause of 
the Bank is aristocratic and unjust, than the simple fact that 
we find the same men arrayed in its favor who have alwaye 
been opposed to our best interests ; whe endeavored to de- 
prive us of the right of suffrage ; who opposed the last war, 
and almost every other democratic measure that has ever been 
brought forward in our State or General Governments. The 
presses that are now sounding the tocsin of alarm, and abu- 
sing our worthy, respected, and truly patriotic President, be- 
cause he would not bow his neck to the Bank, and sell the 
Liberties of his Country for paltry Gold, are the same vehi. 
cles through which our would-be-aristecrats have heaped om 
‘us, the actual producers of that very wealth on which they 
fond their respectability, every vile, filthy, and opprobricus 
epithet that their diseased imaginations could invent. When 
we find these men and their hirelings all at once pretending 
to have a wonderful sympathy for our interests, we conclude 
that their object isto cajole, wheedle, and deceive ; and when 
we are aware that they have threatened and are now threat- 
ening to discharge from employment those who can see 
through the cheat, and are independent enough neitherto be 
bullied nor bought by them, we consider ours:lves called upom 
to declare once for all ; that we know our own interest toe 
well to be deceived; we would not be worthy to have a vote 
did we allow any man to dictate how it should be given; and 
we have nothing to barter but the labor of our hands. We 
are opposed to the United States Bank froin principle and 
from deep conviction of its enmity to the best interests of 
every man who would wish to enjoy the fruits of his own 
industry. 

It is an overgrown monopoly, with a power that no tra. 
ding institution should possess. It boasts the power to crush 
nearly all our local Banks, to break half of our merchants and 
traders ; and in fact, judging from the language of the Bank 
presses, it has the power to regulate and control nearly all 
the commercial operations of the country. Now, although 
we are not willing to allow that it has all this power, yet we 
are well aware that it has more than it cver ought to have 
had, and that we must endure cogsiderable privation and suf. 
fering before things find their true levil again after the Bank 
has received its death blow and ceased to exist. Still we be. 








lieve the gloom will be only transitory ; and that the indus. 
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try of our country, relieved from such an incubus, will spring? 
up with fresh energy, and the sun of-our prosperity shine with 
greater splendor than befére. 

Can we gre way under-a little temp privation; wher 
we recolledt,what' the herees of the Revolution suffered before 
their objects were achieved ? Perish-the thought! We-will 
never allow the domineering and purse proud spirit of aristo- 
cracy to ride triumphant over that liberty and those institu- 
tions purchased by the blood of heroes.

Ward, when a candidate for Alderman of that ward in 1831].

Sir,—In reply to your communication, bearing date 17th 
inst. received by me last evening, I have no hesitation in avow- 


ing the sentiments I entertain on the subjects referred to by 


you, so far as I have been enabled to form opinions under- 
Perhaps under the existing 
circumstances in which I find myself unexpectedly placed by 
my fellow citizens, I ought to deprecate a course which might 


_ seem to court publicity to the opinions of a private individual ; 


but, as the sentiments I shall avow are in strict accordance 


' with former expressions, I do not perceive that I can withhold 
| them without a violation of that courtesy which is due to the 


respectful terms in which the enquiries are couched. 

Upon a review of the topics embraced in the code of mea- 
sures to which you have referred, they appear to me to be 
principally such as cannot be affected by legitimate proceed- 
Yet as the whole force of pub- 


views I entertain, and by which my public conduct would be 
influenced should the kind intentions of my fellow citizens be 
realized,who have, in a manner and under circumstances which 


forbade a refusal on my part, placed me in the attitude of a 


candidate for public office. 

In reference to the first subject—‘* Equal Universal Educa. 
tion’—I am a decided advocate of the universal diffusion of 
the lights of knowledge. I think that the advantages of edu- 
cation should be thrown open to all classes—that the spread 
of information, and the cultivation of intellect, should be co- 
extensive with the increase of our population. On this sub- 
ject I cannot be misunderstood—no man more ardently desires 
to see established, throughout our country, a school system on 
a firm and liberal basis, where the advantages of learning 
should be aceessible to all who seek them. Iam satisfied that 
the elevation of our national character depends more upon 
this, than upon any other separate measure of public policy. 

On the subject of ** Abolishment of Imprisonment for Debt” 
—I am decidedly of opinion that the measure is a just one, 60 
far as the honest debtor is concerned. ‘he debtor who sur. 
renders his property for the benefit of his creditors can never 
be a proper subject for incarceration in a prison; but where 
-different circumstances exist, and a debtor refuses to account 
with his creditors, or to surrender property known to be in his 
possession, I certainly think there should be some process of 
compulsion. : 

With regard to the “ Present Militia System”—I am deci- 
dedly favorable to a revision—its operation now is essentially 
oppressive. ; 

In reference to the * Abolition of all licensed Monopolies” 


|—I am not fully aware that I understand the scope of the 


question. It is often more easy to find objections to existing 
errors than to apply a remedy. On the broad ground, I ad. 
mit the justice of the general proposition, that it is objection- 
able to give eny man or set of men, privileges which interfere 
with the just rights and liberties of others. : 

A less expensive Law System,” is a subject on which I 
am so little experienced that I do not consider myself compe. 
tent to give a decided opinion in relation to it. Relress of 
injuries, and protection of rights and property, are guarantied 



















ienably to all citizens by the Constitution. Those bene- 
pee be ar appreci iavchoala be accessible to all—to_ 
the poor as well as the rich—and the progress of justice should | 
be 10 more impeded than is absolutely necessary to preserve 
its purity. If the law system can be simplified and rendered 
less expensive, and the administration of justice be equally 
pure, I should certainly consider the measure just. 

That the “* Taxation on property” should be “ equal,” I con- 
sider a self-evident proposition. 

On the subject of a ** Lien law on Buildings”—I am clearly 
of opinion that the Mechanic and the laborer should be pro- 
tected from loss; but I have not had an opportunity, by an 
‘investigation of the subject, to form an opinion as to the best 
mode of effecting so desirable an end. 

With regard to a “ District System of Elections”—the sub. 
ject is one which has attracted much attention at different pe- 
riods, and has occupied much discussion ; but it is one on 
which I have not reflected sufficiently to render my opinion

Mr. Macponatp, from the Committee on State Prisons, on 
sundry petitions of mechanics and others and a resolution of 
the Senate, submitted a report on the subject of the effect of 

State Prison labor on that of mechanics, and brought in a bill 

ih relation therto. [The bill directs the inspectors and agents 
4 of each of the State Prisons, whenever they shall contract for 
if the labor of the convicts, to give public notice to mechanics, 
/ and to accept of such proposals as shall best promote the dis- 
cipline of the prisons and afford the greatest amount ef income 
to the State.] Ordered printed. 

The bill for the relief of the New York institution for the 
instruction of the deaf and dumb, was read the third time and 
gassed. The Committee of the Whole passed the bill autho- 
riziug the Mayor, Aldermen, and commonality of the city of 
New York to raise money by tax. Also, the bill to amend the 
act of 1830 relative to the practice of physic and surgery in 
this State. 

The Committee rose and reported on the bill to amend the 
act regulating the measuring of grain in the city of New York. 
ASSEMBLY. 

Tvuespay, April 1. 

Petitions presented and referred—By Mr. Shays of citizens 
of Utica, praying for a speedy action by the legislature on the 
message of the Governor of the 24th ult., and approving of 
the measure of relief therein proposed. ‘The bill to authorise

mittee and the printed bill had been but just laid on the tables 
that morning. It certainly, to his mind, carried the impres- 
sion that there was something wrong in this measure, that 
the attempt was made to crowd it through the house in this 
manner.

The motion to rise was lost by a strong vote, and the first 
eection of the bill was passed unanimously. 

‘The question recurred on the second section of the bill. Mr. 
Stevensen renewed the motion to rise and report. ‘The mo- 
tion prevailed, and the committee rose and reported. 

The House, in committee of the whole, Mr. Shays in the 
chair, resumed the consideration of the bill amending the law 
abolishing imprisonment for debt. ‘The committee were en- 
gaged with this bill till the hour of adjournment. Several 
sections of the bill were passed. 

Four o’clock, P. M.—The bills to incorporate the Green. 
wich Insurance co., and to amend the charter of the Washing. 
ton Marine Insurance co. in the city of New York, were or. 
dered to a third reading. 

The bill for the relief of the New York Eye Infirmary was 
rejected, and the bill for the security of steam boat passengers 
was ordered to a third reading.
